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SENATORS ASK 
STRATTON ABOUT 
CAMPAIGN GIFTS 
FROM BANKERS

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Sept. 6— 
Gov. William G. Stratton was 
questioned in Chicago today 
in an inquiry by the United 
States Senate’s Banking and 
Currency Committee into con- 
tributions to political campaign 
funds by banks or bankers. 


In the meantime, the Illinois 
Governor said at a con- 
ference here that he welcomed 
campaign contributions from 
state employes although empha- 
sizing he was against organized 
solicitation of funds or “shake- 
downs.” 

The Senate committee is 
seeking to determine if banks, 
particularly those which bene- 
fited by getting large deposits 
of state funds which drew no 
interest, violated the law by 
making political contributions. 

Robert Wallace, director of 
the committee's staff, said there 
were two questions he particu- 
lorly wanted to ask Stratton, 
who was Illinois Treasurer be- 
fore he became Governor: 

“1. What criteria did you 
employ to determine how state 
funds were deposited? 

“2. How did the Orville Hodge 
situation develop?” 

Serving Prison Term. 


Hodge was State Auditor until 
a $1,000,000 financial scandal 
was discovered in his office this 
year. He is now serving a 12- 
to-15-year prison term at Me- 
nard Penitentiary.

Hodge never contributed to his 


campaigns for state treasurer or | 
governor, a post he is again | 
seeking. 

Referring to his session with | 
Wallace in the LaSalle Hotel in | 


Chicago, Stratton said the Sen- 
ate investigators “have no au- 
thority” to ask about political 
contributions by individuals al- 


though a different situation ex- | 


isted if there were evidence 
banks had broken the law by 
putting up campaign money. 
The Governor said he had 
never received contributions 
from banks 
campaign. He conceded that 
“a very few” bankers may have 
contributed as individuals. 


Policy of Spreading Funds. 


Stratton cited figures in an | 
attempt to show that, as Illinois | 


treasurer from early 1951 to 


the end of 1952, he caused state | 


funds to be distributed more 
widely among [Illinois banks 
and reduced considerably the 
amounts that drew no interest. 

“Our policy was to put more 
and more money into interest- 
bearing accounts,” he said. 

The number of banks holding 
state funds rose from 352 to 460 
in his first year as treasurer 
and had gone up to 504 when 
he left office at the end 1952 to 
become Governor, Stratton said. 

Likewise, he continued, the 
amount of money deposited by 
the state without drawing inter- 
est dropped from $85,000,000 to 
$27,000,000 in his first year as 
treasurer and to $17,000,000 at 
his term’s end. 

Conversely, interest Wearing 
deposits of state money in- 
creased from $142,000,000 to 
$185,000,000 during the two- 
year period, he stated. 

“These figures show my poli- 
cies were exactly the opposite 
of what seems to have been 
charged,” Stratton asserted. 

While declaring he would not 
stand for organized solicitation 
or “shakedowns” of state em- 
ployes for political funds, the

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 6 (AP) 
—Adlai E. Stevenson underwent 
some rough razzing from the 
American Legion jy y 
when he addressed its national 
convention. 


Stevenson’s address to the 
Legion was not anti-Legion, but 
parts of it were pretty much 
anti-Republican, and the reac- 
tion from an organization with 
a membership with divided 
party loyalties was a mixture 
of hoorays and hoots. 

The applause and cheering 
was more frequent and in 
greater volume. But the booing 
still added up to one of the 
severest hecklings any man run- 
ning for President has received 
in recent political history. 

Some of Stevenson’s associ- 
ates said the booing was a 
demonstration of bad taste and 
manners, inasmuch as Steven- 
son had been invited to address 
the convention. 

One of Stevenson’s main 
-points, a call for halting the 
drafting of American youth into 
the armed services “at the ear- 
liest possible moment consistent 
with the national safety,” pro- 
duced little reaction at all—just 
a smattering of applause. 

But the Democratic nominee

Still, some of the people 
around Stevenson conceded they 
were surprised at the volume 
of booing. 

It began, as an overtone to 
thundering applause, before the 
Democratic nominee had said a 
word, when he walked onto the 
stage of the Shrine Auditorium 
with his vice presidential run- 
ning mate, Estes Kefauver.

Co-defendants were Marian 
Kujawski, 18, and Mrs. Fran- 
ciszka Luczak, 45. Kujawski 
was accused of selling the radio 
receiver to Mrs. Luczak at a 
cut-rate priee. The newspaper 
said the three youths pleaded 
guilty but the woman contend- 
ed she had made a legal pur- 
chase, 

The two accused as looters, 
Kucharski and Maciejewski, 
were sentenced to 18 months’ 
imprisonment, with three years 
loss of civil rights. Kujawski re- 
ceived nine months and Mrs. 
Luczak three months.

CHARGES RUSSIA 
LOOTED BERLIN 
BANKS OF BONDS 


State Department Offi- 
cial Says $350,000,. 
000 in Securities Were 
Stolen. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (AP) 
—A State Department official 
testified today the Russians 
have “looted” from Berlin banks 
an estimated $350,000,000 worth 
of German bonds payable in 
United States dollars. But, he 
said, the Soviets face a tough 
job in trying to cash them. 

The reason, Jacques Reinstein 
told the Senate Internal Secur- 
ity subcommittee, is that the 
bonds must be cashed in this 
country if they are cashed at all, 
and a United States-German 
bond validation watchdog board 
isscrutinizing every claim. Rein- 
stein heads the State Depart- 
ment office of German affairs. 

He said the watchdog group, 
officially the Board for the 
Validation of German bonds in 
the United States, has refused 
to validate $260,000 worth of 
the bonds, including one. batch 
of $245,000 worth presented by 
a man identified only as Rich- 
ard H. Abery of New York City. 

Robert Morris, subcommittee 
counsel, interrupted him to an- 
nounce “that is one of the cases 
the Internal Security subcom- 
mittee is looking into—the case 
of Richard Abery.” Morris told 
reporters later that “Abery may 
well have bought the bonds in 
good faith,” but is under sub- 
pena for questioning by the sub- 
comittee as to how he got them. 

The bonds in question in the 
hearing are an estimated $600,- 
000,000 worth of securities 
issued by the German govern- 
ment and various private insti- 
tutions and banks. 

Reinstein said that “as nearly 
as we can estimate” $350,000.- 
000 worth of them disappeared 
after Russian troops marched 
into Berlin in 1945. He said he 
believes this estimate is “réa- 
sonably accurate.”

The names of six of the nine 
persons who were registered to 
vote from the home of State 
Representative Jennie S. Walsh 
at 4374 Laclede avenue have 
been ordered stricken from the 
registration lists, the Board of

nounced today. 

Board chairman Michael J. 
Doherty told the Post-Dispatch 
that none of the six persons 
whose names were stricken 
could be found living at the 
Walsh home by board employes 
who investigated after the Post- 
Dispatch disclosed that not all 
of the persons registered to vote 
from the address actually lived 
there. 

Letters sent by the board to 
the six registrants were re- 
turned with the notation they 
were not found at the address. 

3 Properly Registered. 

The only persons found by 
the board to be properly reg- 
istered from the Walsh home, 
Doherty said, were Mrs. Walsh, 
her husband, Michael, and Miss 
Stella Fox, described by ‘Mrs. 
Walsh as “a friend and sort of 
housekeeper.” 

Two of those whose names 
were stricken, Mrs. Walsh had 
said, lived with her “part of 
the time.” They were Mrs. 
Jessie B. Fischer, a widow and 
cousin of Mrs. Walsh, and Miss 
Irene M. Hump#rey of Vienna, 
Mo., who “lives with us when 


‘she is in St. Louis,” Mrs. Walsh 


said. Mrs. Fischer, a clerk in 
the office of Collector of Rev- 
enue Del L. Bannister where 
Walsh also is employed, has an 
apartment at 4066 Lindell boule- 
vard. 

The other four persons whose 
names were stricken from the 
voting lists were: Mrs. Norma 
F. McKinney, Mrs. Marie B. 
Goodwin and Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph E Lyons. Mrs. Walsh 
described the Lyonses as “just 
people.” 

Mrs.‘ Walsh was defeated by 
Mrs. Evelyn G. Stone, a nursing 
home operator, for the Demo- 
cratic nomination to succeed 
herself as a State Representa- 
tive in the Eighteenth District. 
She also was defeated for re- 
election as committeewoman of 
the Seventeenth Ward. 


Touched Off Investigation. 


It was Mrs. .Walsh’s com- 
plaint about 85 of 101 “sick” 
ballots of absentee voters in 
the Seventeenth Ward having 
been obtained on certification 
by Dr. Doris P. Reimann, an 
intern at Barnes Hospital and 
a tenant of Mrs. Stone, which 
touched off the investigation of 
absentee balloting and voter 
registration. 

The Election Board has or- 
dered notices sent to about 125 
registered voters in the Fourth, 
Fifth, Seventh and Eighteenth 
Wards, who could not be found 
by special teams of canvassers, 
to show cause why their names 
should not be stricken from 
the registration lists. 

The board’s inquiry followed 
disclosure by the Post-Dispatch 
that persons registered to vote 
from various addresses in these 
wards coulda not: be found. 

Included in this group were 
68 registrations of persons at 
the John J. Cochran public 
housing project, who had mov- 
ed away before the official vot-.

Barring of Communist Party 
In West Germany Has Brought 
Severe Reaction From Russia 


Statement From Central Committee Fore- 
shadows Complete Reversal of Concilia- 


tory Policy—Move Is Called Following 
‘in Tracks of Hitler.’

_ A statement of the central committee of the Soviet Com- 
munist party foreshadows a complete reversal of the conciliatory 
policy toward West Germany inaugurated a year ago with the 
invitation of West German Chancellor Adenauer to Mosocw, the 
resumption of diplomatic relations, and the release of the 
remaining German prisoners of war. 


The statement calis “the bar 
a far-reaching act directed 
against the cause of peace and 
democracy” and officially ac- 
cuses “the ruling circles of 
West Germany” of following 
“in the tracks of Hitler.” Then 
come the operative sentences: 

“The central committee of 
the C. P. S. U. (Communist 
Party, Soviet Union) draws at- 
tention to the fact that the 
terror acts of the West German 
authorities are a flagrant viola- 
tion of the unanimous decision 
of the anti-Hitlerite coalition 
powers to the effect that the 
democratization of Germany is 
the most important condition of 
its reconstruction. 

“It points out with full seri- 
ousness that the barring of the 
German Communist party 
makes the reunification of Ger- 
many on a peaceful and demo- 
cratic basis impossible. ... Talk 
of free all-German elections in 
these circumstances loses all 
meaning.” 

Future Diplomacy Line. 

Although the party statement 
does not in itself constitute a 
diplomatic act, its wording 
clearly foreshadows the future 
line of Soviet diplomacy in the 
German question. 

The reference to agreements 
of the World War II Allies at 
Potsdam is in this respect par- 
ticularly noteworthy, for it is 
the Potsdam agreement on 
which the four-power obligation 
to restore German unity rests. 
It seems that the Soviet Union 
from now on intends to argue 
that the violation of Potsdam 
through the West German bar 
on the Communist party makes 
that obligation void. 

At the same time, Soviet 
diplomacy has taken three steps 
to demonstrate that the period 
of attempted reconciliation with 
West Germany is at an end. It 
has announced that no replace- 

“ffient of the Soviet Ambassa- 
dor at Bonn, who was recalled 
two months ago, is under con- 
sideration. 

It has refused facilities to the 
West German Embassy at Mos- 
cow for making contact with 
German nationals in the Soviet 
Union who desire repatriation, 
declaring that in all repatria- 
tion matters it will in future 
deal exclusively with East 
Germany. 

Lastly, it has sent a note to 
Bonn accusing the West Ger- 
man Government of sabotaging 
the repatriation of Soviet citi- 
zens on its territory and ill- 
treating Soviet citizens in West 
German prisons. These charges 
are rejected as unfounded in 
Bonn. 

Relations at Low Ebb. 

Altogether, relations between 
Moscow and Bonn are now as 
bad as they can be, short of 
official rupture. Although the 
barring of the Communist party 
in West Germany seems to 
have been the last straw in 
bringing about that deteriora- 
tion in Soviet-West German re- 
lations, it was hardly more 
than that. 

It had been preceded by 
Adenauer’s six months’ hesita- 
tion in appointing a West Ger- 
man Ambassador to Moscow, by 
the almost complete political 
and social boycott of the Soviet 
Ambassador at Bonn, by 
Adenauer’s public declaration 
(in May) that the Soviet Union 
was West Germany’s “deadly 
enemy,” by the introduction of 
conscription in West Germany 
in early July, and by the West 
German initiative against Al- 
lied disarmament 
month. 

All these moves were un- 
doubtedly considered by the 
Soviet Union as unfriendly and 
some of them can hardly have 
been intended otherwise. The 
recall of the Soviet Ambassa- 
dor from Bonn appears in retro- 
spect as a last warning, which 
has now been followed by the

official cancellation of the 
reconciliation policy initiated a 
year ago. 

The consequences, though 
perhaps not immediately no- 
ticeable in practice, are nev- 
ertheless substantial. The Ger- 
man question appears to have 
been closed so far as the So- 
viets are concerned. East Ger- 
many is safe. West Germany 
will again feel a cold wind 
blowing from the East. 

Tension between Moscow and 
Bonn will, for some time at 
least, become a fixture of Eu- 
ropean politics and a complica- 
tion for all those who want 
good relations with both. 


STALL IS CHARGED 
ON REPATRIATION 


MOSCOW, Sept. 6 (AP)— 
West Germany made another 
protest to the Soviet Govern- 


ment yesterday against what it 
termed official interference 
with efforts to repatriate Ger- 
mans from Russia. 

The note, delivered to Deputy 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko by West German 
Ambassador Wilhelm Haas, 
complained that the Soviet 
Government had refused to al- 
low embassy officials to talk to 
German scientists reportedly 
concentrated at Suckumi, a 
Black Sea resort. 

The scientists, including 
radar and rocket specialists, 
were brought to the Soviet 
Union after the war. West 
German embassy officials have 
been refused permits to visit 
Suckumi, an embassy spokes- 
man said. 

‘The question was discussed 
in Chancellor Adenauer’s visit 
to Moscow last fall. The Soviet 
government then promised to 
release the scientists to return 
to Germany when their con- 
tracts expire, the spokesman 
said, but now it claims most of 
the group are Soviet citizens. 

The Bonn Government con- 
tends the scientists want to 
return to Germany. 

On Aug. 22 the German 
embassy presented a note to the 
Soviet Government protesting 
that other Germans who want 
to be repatriated are prevented 
from entering the embassy 
here. The Russians replied with 
a note accusing West Germany 
of persecuting, torturing and 
beating Russians who want to 
return to their homeland.

BONN, Sept. 6—A Govern- 
ment spokesman said yesterday 
that the long-promised note on 
Germany’s reunification might 
be transmitted to the Soviet 
Union tomorrow.

The spokesman refused to 
comment on persistent reports 
that the note contained a con- 
crete proposal based on the so- 
called Eden plan submitted by 
the British Prime Minister last 
year to the conference of the 
Big Four heads of Government 
in Geneva. 

The Eden plan suggested a 
“thinned-out” military buffer 
zone in the middle of Germany 
as the basis for a negotiated 
settlement of the German prob- 
lem. The definite geographical 
lines of demarcation between 
the West German forces and 
the Russian forces were never 
clearly defined in the plan, so 
far as is known. bs

In this connection there naturally comes to 
mind the famous “I-will-go-to-Korea” remark of 
Gen. Eisenhower on television in the 1952 presi- 
dential campaign. No one doubts the wide appeal 
of that statement. It presented Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower to the country as a professional soldier 
who would go to the war zone to see what he 
could do personally about ending hostilities. And 
go Mr. Eisenhower did, in the interval between 
the election and his inauguration. 

Four years ago Adlai Stevenson spoke to the 
American Legion in terms of basic concepts of 
patriotism and their application in everyday 
living. This year his address was primarily a 
fighting campaign document in which he dealt 
specifically with charges such as the one that 
the Democrats are the party of war while the 
Republicans are the party of peace. 

The simple fact of course is that no President 
has been a war President in the sense of having 
wanted to waste the nation’s life and substance 
on war and that all Presidents have been Presi- 
dents of peace, whatever their party. It is 
strange that campaign orators of any party would 
omit to say what every school child knows to be 
true, namely that Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany 
was a cause of World War I, Adolf Hitler a cause 
of World War II and Communist aggression 
the cause of the Korean war. 
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Ham, That Is 

Col. Robert E. Lee Hill of Boone county, Little 
Dixie, sir, has just persuaded us to say a word 
about ham. Missouri ham, Boone county ham, 
hickory-smoked ham, ham without raisin sauce 
or any other fruit sauce. Honest-to-goodness 
ham, that is.

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If India Checkreins Its Press 


India has made rapid progress toward taking 
its place among the great democracies but it 
now seems about to suffer a setback. Its Parlia- 
ment has passed a measure which would allow 
the Government to set the size and price of 
newspapers and fix the amount and cost of 
advertising that could be carried. And India’s 
President is expected to sign this bill which will 
put the press right under the thumb of the 
Government. 

True, there is no censorship provided but 
what newspaper could exercise the inherent 
right of a free press to criticize the Government 
when that Government controls its very means 
of existence? The history of successful democ- 
racies has shown that an independent press is 
indispensable. The history of every totalitarian 
state has shown a controlled press is mandatory. 

If India checkreins its press, India is going to 
find its struggle to become a full-fledged democ- 
racy will be doubled in difficulty. 
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Hands Off—for Now 


President Eisenhower has adopted a wise and 
temperate attitude toward federal intervention 
in school disturbances in various states. The 
President told reporters that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should not intervene unless a state 
showed it could not keep order, and that the 
Government would not now intervene because 
the states were maintaining order. 

As far as possible it is much better to let the 
states deal with peace disturbances arising from 
the desegregation issue, as Tennessee did so 
promptly at Clinton. There Gov. Clement's use 
of the National Guard has suppressed a mob and 
protected peaceful integration of the high school, 
as ordered by a federal court. 

Tennesseans can now take satisfaction in the 
knowledge that, they solved their own problem 
at Clinton. The Federal Government did not 
enforce peace and order from above. And it ‘will 
be wise for Washington te refrain from impos- 
ing its police power on other Mid-South states 
now attempting to cope with desegregation. 


A different question is raised, however, if 
states themselves attempt to defy the national 
Constitution. That is more than a matter of 
local maintenance of order. Reporters asked Mr. 
Eisenhower whether Gov. Shivers did not defy 
the federal courts when he suggested that Negro 
students be transferred out of Mansfield High 
School, where integration had been ordered by 
a federal district court. 

If and when active state defiance of federal 
courts is established, the Administration cannot 
sit idly by. It must have positive plans to help 
courts uphold the law of the land. 
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Speaking With Two Voices 
The Cairo talks on the Suez canal dispute are 
taking on a strange aspect. In theory, the Men- 


There is no doubt that Nasser has been as 
troublesome as a dictator and that Western 
diplomacy would be a good deal easier if he 
could be wished away. He has been most un- 
reasonable in his attitude toward Israel, his 
ambitions to lead a pan-Arab movement, and his 
willingness to commit his country’s cotton for 
arms instead of the economic aid it needs. 

Nevertheless, the West would stand on very 
weak ground if it chose to “stop” him on the 
issue of Suez canal nationalization. It is not to 
save the canal for its former stockholders but 
to guarantee the observance of treaty obligations 
for its unrestricted international use that the 
West has a strong case. 

A compromise which preserved those obliga 
tions might well have to be accepted in the end 
and we hope Britain and France are as ready as 
Washington seems to be for such a solution if 
it becomes possible. 
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Enforcing the Liquor Law 

Four of the eight liquor license holders in the 
St. Louis area who have been penalized by the 
state were charged with the sale of intoxicants 
to a minor, While such sales in themselves are 
most serious, they become a matter of special 
concern when they form the basis of half of a 
given number of violations. Sales to minors are 
all too often the prelude to violent crime. 

If some tavern owners are shrugging off their 
responsibility in this connection, the state ought 
to act firmly to protect the public interest. Such 
action might involve more than the short sus- 
pensions of the privilege of doing business that 
have been handed out to date. Operators who 
sell to minors bring into serious question their 
fitness to continue holding a liquor license. 
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A Chance for the Young Officer 


It is encouraging to learn that the Army is 
going to hasten the promotions of some of its 
most promising officers who are held back 
simply because they lack the time in grade for 
advancement. Special selection boards are going 
to choose lieutenant-colonels, majors and cap- 
tains who are more capable than their older 
colleagues. This should not only be encouraging 
to the younger men but also very beneficial as 
a means of allowing the Army to fully utilize 
its most capable officers. 

In the piping times of peace there is an over- 
load of stagnation connected with service in the 
Army. Junior officers stay in the company 
grades until their hair grays at the temples. 
Field grade officers acquire the funny but de- 
plorable characteristics of the walrus-mustached 
Col. Blimp. General officers recall Gen. Win- 
field Scott, hero of the War with Mexico, who 
retired at 75 in the first year of the Civil War 
after finding he could no longer mount his horse. 

What the Army is now doing to reduce this 
stagnation should enhance the appeal of an 
Army career which has been suffering in com- 
parison with a civilian career in prosperous 
times. It should do more to encourage its 
younger men. The younger men come to the 
top in wartime and there is no real reason why 
they should not be allowed to push their way to 
the top in peacetime. 
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‘Might Have Been’ 

Those three words have often been the in- 
spiration for poetry and prose, and now they 
have inspired statistics. The Post-Dispatch’s 
own expert statistical analyst of trends with 
bat and ball, Bob Broeg, proves conclusively 
that the Cardinals’ cast-offs are hitting baseballs 
more frequently than the Redbird newcomers 
for whom the earlier Birds were bartered. 

Mr. Broeg presents a table of the batting rec- 
ords of eight former Cardinals, and responds to 
it with a table for 10 newcomers, three of whom 
are no longer with the team.

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Less Interest 

The State of Missouri is about to reduce its 
bank deposits by $30,000,000 to meet heavy bills 
in September.

Missouri now has about 90 millions in “idle” 
accounts in 270 banks. The banks do not pay 
interest on state funds, as they do on most 
private deposits, because of legal opinions hold- 
ing that the State Constitution does not author- 
ize interest payments. 3

amendment permitting interest payments on 
state deposits will be placed before the voters 
in the November general election. Taxpayers 
may note that their investment of 90 millions 
in idle state funds ought to be worth interest 
of a million dollars a year or more.

The pattern for school desegregation 
in the upper South may be set by Little 
Rock, Ark. Its plan for gradual inte- 
gration made a big gain with the ap- 
proval of a federal district court. 

It happened that the same day the 
nation saw the contrast from another 
section, the Deep South as distinguished 
from the upper South. The people of 
Alabama hurled defiance with a vote 
that authorizes their state to abolish 
public schools rather than submit to 
desegregation. The only surprise in 
the Alabama election was the substan- 
tial vote against the drastic measures. 

Little Rock is the first major city of 
the South to present a definite plan of 
action. And, not too surprisingly, the 
N.A.A.C.P. chose it for an attack in 
court on the grounds that it was too 
slow and that it was not made in good 
faith. 


The Little Rock plan is slow but it 
is one that promises to bring about the 
end results required by the United 
States Supreme Court decision. And 
that is a big break in the old pattern 
for any part of the South. It is adapted 
to very real conditions that must be 
faced in a Southern city in which Ne- 
groes make up 27 per cent of the popu- 
lation. 

A start has been held back to 1957 
to wait for the completion of a third 
high school building. Then, starting 
the first year with the senior class, the 
high schools will be completely inte- 
grated in a period of three years. As 
districted according to distance from 
schools, Little Rock will have one high 
school district virtually all white, one 
80 per cent white and the third 80 per 
cent Negro. An important part of the 


plan is a lenient transfer system on re- 
quest of the parents. Transfers are ex- 
pected to reduce the mingling of the 
races but not to eliminate it by any 
means. 


The Little Rock school board is going 
on the assumption that the white popu- 
lation will soon become accustomed to 
a scattering of Negro pupils in a large 
high school. Then it will be able to 
move more rapidly in the junior high 
and elementary schools. 


This strikes us as common sense pro- 
cedure that might be adapted generally 
to the upper South. Arkansas is lead- 
ing in the procession with Fort Smith, 
its second largest city, also planning to 
start on a gradual desegregation plan. 
Other states of the upper South are 
Tennessee, Kentucky, North Carolina 
and Virginia. Of these only Virginia 
has gone to the extremes of opposition. 


If the individual districts were left 
free to solve their problem, gradual de- 
segregation might soon spread even to 
parts of the Deep South states. In the 
recent election, for example, northern 
Alabama produced a majority vote 
against the drastic constitutional amend- 
ments. ) 


By its actions, Little Rock is justify- 
ing the patient approach followed by 
the national Administration. Whether 
it fits the expectations of the Supreme 
Court probably will be answered on 
appeal. 


The Little Rock procedure doesn’t 
suit the extremists on both sides who 
would like to go charging into battle. 
But we believe it will win the general 
approval of moderate people who are 
principally interested in end results. 


Hot Dogs and Atoms 
From the Manchester (England) Guardian 


In 1955, according to a trade paper, 
the Americans devoured over eight and 
a half billion hot dogs, as the frank- 
furters and wieners are styled. 


The composition of the two sausages 
is the same, but the wiener is a bit 
shorter. The “hot dog” first hit the 
headlines in 1939, when Mrs. Roose- 
velt served it to George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth at the White House, but its 
history goes back far beyond that. It 
was known as long ago as 1000 B. C., 
but was first popularized 100 years ago 
in Frankfort, Germany. 


A good deal of study is being devoted 
to it in the leboratories of the American 
Meat Institute foundation at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, where the effects of 
gamma irradiation on the frankfurter 
in a cobalt-60 furnace are being ob- 
served. 


It is hoped that atomic sterilization 
will insure that the “franks” retain 
their attractive ruddy hue indefinitely, 


without developing odors or “side 
flavors.” Research is also being done 
to render the franks unspoilable, so 
that they may be shipped or flown to 
United States soldiers and citizens the 
world over. Bacteriological studies are 
in hand to prevent the frank turning 
green, as it is apt to do when invaded 
by oxidizing bacteria. 


The casing or skin of the frankfurter 
is also being studied at the Mellon In- 
stitute, Pittsburgh. The popular cas- 
ings used to be of sheep or hog intes- 
tines, imported from China, Russia 
and Australia, but a very thin casing 
of cellulose has long replaced these. 

The American dietitians, too, have 
been running their rule over the hot 
dog. They have come up with the pro- 
nouncement that it is nutritionally the 
equal in protein and amino acids of 
the ordinary cuts of lamb, pork and 
beef, which should make _ everyone 
happy in that vast nation of hot dog 
lovers,

Adolescent Adrift 


THE PAPER DOLLS, by Laura Beheler. (Houghton 
Miffiin, 218 pqs., $3.) 

“What does it all mean... all of us 
here together in earshot, in sight, in 
touch of one another ... all adrift on 
the same little scrap of time and 
space?” Thus Ida Erickson moons over 
the immensities. To this extent she is 
a normal adolescent. So she had seemed 
the usual child of 9, when we first 
met her, imagining wonderful things 
with her paper dolls, loving school and 
zoo trips with her father. The darting 
interests and mercurial moods of the 
9-year-old the author presents with sur- 
prising authority. 

But then, Ida fails to grow through 
the bewilderment of adolescence. 
When we leave her she is no nearer an 
answer to her question as to what it all 
means. If anything she has lost ground, 
for she has suffered the damage of a 
disrupted home, a soured love affair, 
close acquaintance with the bottle, and 
habitual reliance 
on flight to her 
manageable world 
of paper dolls. 

The reader is 
left with a feeling 
of despair, shared, 
I suspect, by the 
author. Indeed, 
the story ends 
abruptly and incon- 
clusively, almost as 
if Miss  Beheler 
were saying, “Well, 
you see what a 
mess I’ve got her 
into. I really can’t 
see how she’s go- 
ing to get out of it.” An attitude that 
seems hardly sporting in a practicing 
author. 

If Ida were less of a person, the 
reader wouldn’t care. But, thanks to 
the author, she is likable, believable, 
and admirable in many ways. Sym- 
pathy for the imaginative, miserably 
isolated child and later for the half-way 
adult, incapable of responding to 
proffers of help, keeps interest high. 

Miss Beheler’s lively, unpretentious 
style, furthermore, is a joy. That the 
writer begins her story in Texas and 
carries it to New York is of no partic- 
ular significance for there is nothing 
regional in it. That this is Beheler’s 
first novel is more significant: It 
means we may hope for others.

The Rev. Silas P. Bittner, 
Philadelphia, secretary of the 
Board of Pensions and Reliefs, 
said his records show about 375 
ministers are still not receiving 
the current $3600 a year mini- 
mum. 

“But the average salary of 
our clergymen in addition to 
their parsonages is now $4150,” 
he said: 

Salaries reach as high as 
$8400 a year for the clergy and 
up to $10,500 for the president 
of the church, he said.

Profitable 
too, for a good breakfast means a better day, better work, better attitudes and better —— 
for the children. A basic cereal breakfast such as this menu of orange juice, corn 

milk, hot sweet rolls, butter or margatine, with coffee and milk is quic 
economical. It provides one fourth of the day's food needs for most persons.

Results of five years of re- 
search on the effects of the 
omission of breakfast, con- 


ducted by a team of scientists 
at the State University of Iowa, 
have now been compiled and 
summarized. They prove con- 
clusively that breakfast-skippers 
rob themselves of alertness and | 
efficiency during the late morn- | 
ing hours to such an extent that 
the scientists deem breakfast an 
“economic necessity,” and rec- 
ommend that persons should 
“manage their time in such a 
way that permits the inclusion 
of an adequate morning meal.” 

Fifty subjects ranging from 
12 to 83 years in age were in- 
volved in the studies, which 
were recently completed. The 
scientists report that for all age 
groups the omission of b - 
fast placed the subjects at a 
distinct disadvantage in both 
physical and mental efficiency 
in the late morning hours, and 
that the omission of breakfast 
had no influence on the weight 
changes observed. ~~

Such a break- 
fast can be built around a basic 
breakfast pattern of fruit, 
eal, milk, bread and butter. For

When the cost of the reception is a very serious mat- 
ter to the bride’s parents, then they should say so and 
ask that the reception be limited to the families of the 
participants and perhaps a few friends. Or, possibly, they 
may want to have no reception whatsoever. 

Occasionally, for example, when the family of the 
bridegroom has a large house and the family of the bride 
a small apartment, the family of the bridegroom may 
offer to give the reception. But this is usually’ possible 
only if the families are quite friendly and it should not be 
suggested by the family of the bride. 

If the bridegroom's family does suggest it, the bride’s 
parents should offer to pay the expenses of the reception, 
for this is their obligation even if the reception is held 
somewhere else than in their own home.
